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Town in bid 
to win new 
investment 


Plea to minister after refusal of Hatchfield Farm plan

GOVERNMENT minister Sajid 
Javid has been invited to New¬ 
market to see how the town can 
win investment. 

The invitation comes after Mr 
Javid, Secretary of State for Com¬ 
munities and Local Government, 
refused planning permission last 
week for Hatchfield Farm - a 400 
home development on land off 
Fordham Road. 

He overturned a decision by 
Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) which approved the ap¬ 
plication, submitted by Lord Der¬ 
by, in 2014, and the recommen¬ 
dations of Christina Downes, a 
government inspector, who rec-

ommended the scheme should 
be approved. 

Mr Javid believed the “threat 
to the horse racing industry" 
carried “substantial weight 
against the proposal" and that 
an increase in traffic on Fordham 
Road could make the Rayes Lane 
horse crossing unsafe. 

A report said: “He has also 
taken into account the particular 
nature of the thoroughbred hors¬ 
es that would be using the cross¬ 
ing. . . the inevitable interaction 
with traffic at the road crossings 
has the potential for danger that 
could escalate to serious injury 


to the rider, horse or road user.” 

Cllr Robin Millar, deputy lead¬ 
er of FHDC and county council¬ 
lor for Newmarket, said: “The 
decision is recognition from the 
Secretary of State for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government 
that Newmarket’s horseracing 
industry is of national impor¬ 
tance - so important in fact that 
the perception of damage to the 
horseracing industry has halted 
the delivery of 400 homes. 

“Some will no doubt be disap¬ 
pointed in the verdict and while 
I stand by our members’ original 
decision to approve much-need¬ 
ed housing in the area, the signif¬ 
icance of the Secretary of State’s

SIMON MURFITT 


TWELVE men from Essex 
have appeared in court in 
connection with an attack 
that left Cambridge United 
fan Simon Dobbin with 
brain damage and unable to 
walk or talk. 

Mr Dobbin, 44, from 
Mildenhall, was among a 
small group of fans who 
were attacked after watch¬ 
ing Cambridge play South- 
end United at the Roots Hall 
football ground in Southend. 

Prosecutor Tamzin Sharp 
told Southend Magistrates’ 
Court that the attack took 
place at around 7.15pm on 
Saturday, March 21, 2015, in 
East Street following a 0-0 
draw between the two teams. 

She said Mr Dobbin is un¬ 
able to walk or talk after suf¬ 
fering a swelling on the brain 
and requires 24-hour care 
after spending nearly a year 
in hospital. 

The News reported previ¬ 
ously how 13 men had been 
charged with affray, but 
that charge has now been 
changed to the more serious 
violent disorder. 

Ian Young, 40, an electri¬ 
cian, of Brightwell Avenue 
in Westcliff was unable to at¬ 
tend court on Friday and will 
enter a plea at a later date.

ARTIST'S IMPRESSION: How the 
centre will look once built in 2018 



Centre named after 
‘the voice of racing’ 


A NEW rehabilitation and fitness 
centre at the British Racing School 
will be named after a renowned 
horseracing commentator. 

Peter O’Sullevan House will be 
built in the grounds of the British 
Racing School by the Injured Jock¬ 
eys Fund, thanks to a “substan¬ 
tial” opening grant from The Peter 
O’Sullevan Charitable Trust. 

Known as The voice of racing’, Sir 
Peter O’Sullevan has always sup¬ 
ported the IJF. He died aged 97 in 
2015 after suffering cancer. 

Sir Peter reportedly left £20,000 
legacies to a number of horseracing 
charities, including the IJF, while the 
rest of his estate was left to his own 
trust. 

Nigel Payne, on behalf of the trus¬ 
tees of the Peter O’Sullevan Charita¬ 
ble Trust, said: “As trustees, we are 
determined to ensure that Peter’s 
name lives on in those areas he was 
so passionately committed to sup¬ 
porting. 

“When we were approached by 
the Injured Jockeys Fund we knew 
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that here was a project which suited 
this objective perfectly. 

“Peter would be delighted and im¬ 
mensely proud to have the Injured 
Jockeys Fund Newmarket Centre 
named after him, alongside the 
respective Oaksey and Jack Berry 
Houses.” 

Oaksey House and Jack Berry 
House are located in Fambourn and 
Malton, and the IJF hopes to be able 
to help Newmarket-based jockeys 
with a new rehabilitation centre. 

Grant Harris, CEO of the British 
Racing School, said: “Both Oaksey 
House and Jack Berry House provide 
invaluable support and it would be 
wonderful to offer the same range of 
facilities here. 

“For our part we are in desperate 
need of a new gym for our trainees 
and other courses so this seems a 
perfect fit.” 

He said that for the centre to be 


named after Peter O’Sullevan was a 
‘wonderful tribute’ to a True legend 
of our sport’. 

He added: “All involved in this 
project thank the charitable trust 
for its grant towards the building of 
what promises to be a fantastic as¬ 
set to Newmarket. 

“The BRS is so proud to be part of 
this project. It will enhance the of¬ 
fering at the school by giving those 
attending courses the ability to use 
the state-of-the-art facilities at Pe¬ 
ter O’Sullevan House. The synergy is 
obvious to all.” 

The IJF’s head office will be mov¬ 
ing to the new centre, which will 
also house rehabilitation and fitness 
facilities. 

Development work will begin late 
this year and it is hoped the new fa¬ 
cility will open in 2018.

Frankel takes centre stage 
at the new heritage centre

FRANKEL will be watching 
over visitors at Newmarket’s 
new National Heritage Cen¬ 
tre when it opens on Mon¬ 
day, September 19. 

A statue of the champion 
racehorse has been gifted 
to the new museum, on Pal¬ 
ace Street, by His Highness 
Prince Khalid Abdullah in 
memory of Sir Henry Cecil, 
Frankel’s trainer. 

Sir Henry died in 2013 af¬ 
ter suffering cancer. 

The Mark Coreth life-size 
bronze of Frankel will stand 
in the centre of the lawn in 
the King’s Yard, which would 
have once been home to 
Charles II’s horses. 

The bronze is one of four 
with others residing at Ban- 
stead Manor, where Frankel 
now stands as stallion, at As¬ 
cot Racecourse, unveiled by 
the Queen last year, and at 
York Racecourse. 

Frankel won all of his 14 
starts and soon became the 
nation’s favourite. 

Chris Garibaldi, director 
of the museum, said: “Prince 
Khalid’s support of the Na¬ 
tional Heritage Centre has 
been wonderful. 

“We are honoured to wel¬ 
come this fantastically strik¬ 
ing bronze of Frankel - Mark 
has really captured his poise 
and character. 

“He touched so many peo¬ 
ple both inside and outside 
the racing industry and it 
is wonderful to be able to 
honour Sir Henry this way 
within the National Heritage 
Centre of the sport he did so 
much to popularise.” 

Meanwhile, art has been 
firmly secured on the walls 
and exhibits are being 
placed in their new homes 
as the opening draws ever 
closer.

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Jockey Club's 
plan is different 

AS a racehorse trainer and employer 
in Newmarket, I feel compelled 
to respond to various letters 
criticising Jockey Club Estates' recent 
announcement of plans to build 
housing for racing staff on Hamilton 
Road. 

The racing industry, led by the 
Newmarket Horsemen's Group has 
stated many times that it is not anti¬ 
development, and we object to very 
few planning applications, preferring 
to work with developers to the benefit 
of all. We object only to applications 
which we feel will damage the current 
and future prosperity of an industry 
on which so many jobs in the town 
depend. 

The proposed scheme differs 
from other residential proposals in a 
number of ways. These houses will 
be lived in by people who work in 
Newmarket, and have to live close to 
their place of work, many of which 
cycle or walk to work. It will support 
existing businesses and employers 
in town, and protect the economic 
benefits that the racing industry brings 
to everyone, whether in racing or not. 

Jockey Club Estates plan to build 
and continue to own the houses, 
renting them to those that need them 
for many years to come, and hence 
this should be seen as a massive 
investment in the future of the town, 
as opposed to "get rich quick and 
run". 

Whilst planning policies mean 
that, in this location, the houses are 
required to have a racing-related 
occupancy restriction imposed on 
them, any occupiers of these houses 
will then free up houses elsewhere 
in town. The land included in the 
proposal either has a racing-related 
housing allocation or is developed for 
housing already. 

I, my colleagues and our staff 
wholeheartedly support the proposal 
and eagerly await the commencement 
and completion of this exciting 
project.

Problem isn’t 
lack of housing 

I WRITE in response to the proposal 
for the Jockey Club Estates to build 
new houses to attract workers to the 
industry. 

The reasons for lack of racing staff 
from this country isn't down to lack of 
housing, it's down to the Jockey Club/ 
BHA making the racing industry look 
thoroughly unattractive. 

This is an industry that expects 
workers and jockeys to starve 
themselves to meet weight targets that 
haven't changed during a time where 
the population is getting taller every 
year, but expected to keep the same 
weight. 

An industry that expects workers to 
be working before the sun rises every 
morning, just for the sake of 'tradition' 
in a sport that hasn't adjusted in 
hundreds of years, although every 
other sport has decided to get with 
the times. 

The Jocky Club are making 
it increasingly harder for small 
independent trainers to set up here 
and prices and taxes they set make it 
difficult for trainers to afford paying a 
decent salary for their staff. Staff from 
overseas are increasingly preferred 
as some aren't concerned with being 
paid less than the minimum wage, 
as they send their payment to their 
families overseas where the pound is 
worth more than their currency. They 
are good workers but sending money 
they earn here overseas doesn't 
benefit our economy. 

The UK Government can set road 
tax for some cars at £200 per year 
to use the roads. The Jockey Club 
tax EVERY horse £120 PER MONTH 
to use their heath. The amount they 
make is obscene. Their charitable 
contributions in comparison to the 
money they make is pitiful; other 


jockey clubs in the world have set 
up their own charities to aid cancer 
research and psychosis intervention, 
but the UK's Jockey Club doesn't even 
fully fund it's own Racing Welfare 
charity. 

If they want to encourage new 
staff they need to look at the whole 
industry as well as directly speak to 
current staff to learn what the real 
problems are.

Driver crashed 
into roadworks 


A DRIVER from Cheveley 
who ploughed through road¬ 
works and was apprehended 
by workmen has narrowly 
escaped prison. 

Marc Andrews, 36, who 
had been drinking, left his 
vehicle “beached” about 150 
yards into the roadworks on 
Arbury Road, Cambridge, 
city magistrates were told. 

They originally jailed 
Andrews for 12 weeks but 
agreed to suspend the sen¬ 
tence after an appeal by his 
lawyer, Lori Marks. 

Andrews, a carpenter, of 
High Street, Cheveley, ad¬ 
mitted failing to provide a 
breath sample on August 19. 

He had the prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for a year 
and was ordered to complete 
10 days of rehabilitation and 
200 hours of unpaid work. 

Magistrates also banned 
him from driving and or¬ 
dered him to pay £85 costs 
and a £115 victim surcharge. 

After hearing reports, pre¬ 
siding magistrate Richard 
Berry told Andrews: “We 
have not heard anything to 
change the sentence but we 
have heard enough to justify

suspending the sentence for 
a period of 12 months.” 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said Andrews was seen to 
drive between 150 and 200 
yards into major roadworks 
on Arbury Road. 

“He went up on the pave¬ 
ment and he eventually 
beached himself on the kerb 
and was detained by the 
workmen who were working 
there,” Mr Brown said. 

He said Andrews failed a 
roadside breath test and a 
further test at the police sta¬ 
tion was more than double 
the drink-driving limit - but 
Andrews then refused to take 
a further test. 

Mr Brown said a half-emp¬ 
ty bottle of vodka was found 
in the vehicle. 

He said groundworkers at 
the site had been at risk as a 
result of the incident. 

One of the workers told 
police he and his colleagues 
were “in shock” at what had 
happened and would have 
to take precautions in future. 


When magistrates said 
they were sending Andrews 
to prison, Mrs Marks urged 
them to reconsider and sus¬ 
pend the sentence. 

They agreed to listen to 
a report drawn up over the 
lunch break. 

Mrs Marks said Andrews 
was “extremely remorseful” 
about the incident, which 
happened at a low point in 
his life, and that he had im¬ 
mediately gone to seek help 
for his drinking on leaving 
the police station. 

She said he had not been 
travelling at speed when he 
went into the roadworks. 

Mrs Marks said Andrews 
had health issues, including 
chronic fatigue syndrome, 
which affected his life and 
was turning him into a re¬ 
cluse, although he was capa¬ 
ble of work. 

“He appreciates the seri¬ 
ousness of his predicament,” 
she said.

ANOTHER meeting is set 
to be held to give people a 
chance to have their say on 
the proposed closure of a 
level crossing in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

Network Rail wants to 
close the Weatherby cross¬ 
ing, off Cricket Field Road, 
claiming it presents a safety 
risk. 

Following feedback from 
an earlier consultation, Net¬ 
work Rail now says it will 
be announcing what other 
options might be available 
when an exhibition and a 
further consultation period 
opens on September 15.

Network Rail on inappropri¬ 
ate use of the Newmarket 
crossing. If we manage to 
retain the crossing it will be 
essential people use it cor¬ 
rectly.” 

Richard Schofield, route 
managing director, said 
closing level crossings 
would “help us reduce the 
risks that level crossings 
pose”, therefore improving 
safety and reliability of the 
railway. 

The company said: “We 
fully recognise the impor¬ 
tance of public rights of way 
and where possible we will 
seek to maintain connectiv¬ 
ity with the countryside by 
providing alternative op¬ 
tions.” 

The exhibition of the op¬ 
tions will be held at The Cen¬ 
tre in St Johns Street, Bury St 
Edmunds, on September 15 
from 2pm and 7pm.
